Early in the war the letters to and 
from American consols were opened in 
the po* tofu ce* and the contents read.

Athens, Feb. 7.—Sanguinary con­ 
flicts continue between the Tnrkish 
troops and the peasants in Thessaly. It 
is reported that the Turks have occu­ 
pied several villages and that IOO per­ 
sons have been killed. 
The Athens correspondent of The 
Times says: 
“ The Turks, after severe 
fighting, have occupied and burned four 
villages in the Agrapha district, in the 
neath of Acarnania, about midway be­ 
tween Aria aud Domoko. 
Eight thou-' 
sand Turkish troops were engaged in the 
conflicts. 
“ It is reported that in the neighbor­ 
hood of Pulaeokagtron the Tnrks were 
repulsed. 
A panic prevails among the 
inhabitants of the neutral jone. 
The 
Greek outposts have been strengthened 
and the situation is ommious. 
It is 
probable that the Cretan question will 
be dropped until the evacuation 
of 
Thessaly has been secured.”

Report of a Disagreement Among th* 
Members Denied. 
H avana, Feb. 7.—Senor Jose Maria 
Galvez, president af the autonomist cab­ 
inet, says there is no disagreement 
among its members, nor anything in 
the nature of a crisis, as has been re­ 
ported. 
On the contrary, all the m inis­ 
ters understand their programme and 
mission, which he sums up is “ to es­ 
tablish the new regime, to prepare for 
the elections and to constitute a cham­ 
ber of (ieputie*” 
Under no conditions, declares Senor 
Galvez, is it the mission of members of 
the cabinet to address the insurgents of­ 
ficially or to negotiate for peace, unless 
they should have a guarantee as to the 
outcome of their efforts. 
Nevertheless, 
the members of the cabinet, in their u n ­ 
official capacity, will do all in their 
power to smooth the pathway and will 
contribute to all private efforts to bring 
about a favorable issue.

lyn.

There were no apologies for the Mor­ 
monism of the past. 
On the contrary, 
the spirit was one of aggressive cham* 
pionship of the Mormon theology. Rep- 
resentative King fervently declared that 
be knew the mission had been given to 
the Mormon leaders to prepare the way 
for the second coming of Christ and 
Kingdom of God. 
“ Mormonism is a challenge which 
meets you on the roadway of life and 
compels you to give the watchword of 
true christianity. It compels you to Ray 
wether you are really with God or not. 
It challenges the ortnodoxy of the day 
and calls it heterodoxy. 
“ Mormonism has come to make the 
whole world one natiou, one people aud 
one faith: It lias not come to destroy. 
It has come to unite and show God’s 
will as it really exists.” 
Characteristic Mormon hymns were 
sung during the services by members 
of the Tabernacle choir of Salt Lake 
City. 
Apostle Lyman, who has come 
from the Morman capital to preach to 
the eastern people made an address in 
the evening.

TERMS OF TRUSTEES. 


The Law cf 1897 Called in Qaestioi on 


Constitutional Grounds- 


Throughout the state the queston hss 
arisen, “shall township trustees and 
assessors be elected at the next general 
election.’* 
This question is confronting the po­ 
litics! organizations of the state and is 
being carefully looke I into. 
It seems 
quite probable that the law passed by 
the last general assembly extending the 
terms of office of township trustees and 
assessors until after the general election 
in 1900 will be contested in the courts 
on constitutional grounds. 
The constitution provides that the 
general assembly can not create an 
office the term of which shall belonger 
than four years, and many think that 
the act of 1897 conflicts with this pro­ 
v is o of the constitution. 
The 1800 trustees of the state will 
endeavor to have the law sustained.

Then clover tea aud tansy 
tea and catnip tea and m int tea are 
need, though not as beverages. 
In Sum atra they use coffee leaves to 
make tea out of, and tho beverage is 
said to be very refreshing.

in 1900 will be contested in the courts 
on com fitutional grounds. 
The constitution provides that the 


general assembly can not create an 


office the term of which shall be Ionsrer 


than four years, and many think that 


the act of 1897 conflicts with this pro­ 


vision of the constitution.

ThD is the only m ate tea, bat 
there is a B razilian tea, gnrgonba, call­ 
ed m ate th ere; another tea used in Ans 
tria, call**! B razilian tea, and several 
other socalled m ate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. 
In l a b ­ 
rador they m ake a tea from two species 
of ledum . 
Oswego tea was m ade from 
tho scarlet mouarda, and m ountain tea 
from tho dw arf evergreen, G ault hor ia 
procnmbens. 
Thou clover tea and tansy 
tea and catnip tea and m int tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In S um atra they use coffee leaves Ic 
m ake tea out of, and tho beverage is 
said to be very refreshing, In M auritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Augroccum 
fragrans, 
are used, 
I lie Touquinea© 
have teas oi their own, m ade of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods.

sin iam m ake tea out of the leaves of 
(he C atha edulis 
Win n a sen tim I oau’t 
leave bis post to get a * up of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or tw o of this plant, 
and he won t fe d like going to sleep 
all night. 
In Tahiuunia there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes fur tea; 
in E ngland they need to m ake a tea of 
sage, betony or rosem ary and of rasp 
berry leaves; in Frau*‘e they use black 
currant leaves and borage to m ake tea, 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in E nglish gardens aud fields ash, elder 
and sloe leaves, and the leaves of w h ite­ 
thorn and blackthorn, out of w hich to 
m ake tea.

TERMS OF TRUSTEES 


The Law of 1897 Called in Qieetioi on 


Constitutional Grounds- 


Throughout the state the queston bis 
arisen, ’‘shall township trustees and 
assessors be elected at the next general 
election.’( 
This question is confronting the po­ 
litical organizations of the state and is 
Icing carefully look# I into. 
It seems 
quite prof able that the law passed by 
the last general assembly extending the 
terms of office of township trustees and 
assessors until after the general election 
in 1900 will be contested in the courts 
on constitutional grounds. 
The constitution provides that the 
general assembly can not create an 
office the term of which shall belonger 
than four years, and many think that 
the act of 1897 conflict* with this pro­ 
vision of the constitution. 
The 1800 trustees of the state will 
endeavor to have the law sustained.

In Peru they drink m ate, a tea made 
from the Hex paragueusis, a species of 
bolly. 
T im is the on ly m ate tea. but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgonba, ca ll­ 
ed m ate there; another tea used in A us­ 
tria, called B razilian tea, aud several 
other so called m ate teas aro made from 
different varieties of the ilex. 
In Lab­ 
rador they make a tea from tw o npeeies 
of ledum . 
O sw ego tea w as made from 
the st arlet monarda, and m ountain tea 
from the dw arf evergreen. Gaul therm 
procnmbens 
Then clover tea anil tan.?v 
tea and catnip tea aud m int tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In Sum atra they use coffee leaves to 
m ake tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In M auritius 
the leaves of an orchid, A ngroetum 
fragrans, 
aro used. 
T he Tnnquinese 
have teas ol their ow n, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. 
The A bys­ 
sinians m ake tea out of the leaves of 
the Catlin ed u lis. Whf ii a sentinel can’t 
leave b is post to get a cup of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or tw o of th is plant, 
and he w on ’t fel l lik e going to sleep 
all night. 
In Tasm ania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes fear tea; 
in England they nned to m ake a tea of 
sage, betony or rosem ary and o f rasp 
berry leaves; in France they use black 
currant leaves and borage to m ake tea. 
and a century or so ago they gathered 
in E nglish gardens and fields ash, elder 
aud sloe leaves, and the leaves of w h ite­ 
thorn and blackthorn, out of w hich to 
m ake tea. 
So it is evident that there 
are teas and teas.— N ew York Sun.
